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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  Town  is  in  good  financial 
condition.  In  the  past  year  $16,000.00  was  borrowed  to  install 
a central  heating  system  in  the  grammar  school.  $2,000.00  will 
have  to  be  provided  this  year  to  meet  the  first  note  coming 
due  and  $2,000.00  per  year  for  the  next  five  years  and  $1,000.00 
per  year  for  four  years.  No  new  highway  construction  will  be 
undertaken  this  year.  There  will  be  considerable  increase  in 
the  appropriations  to  meet  the  Public  Welfare  Program.  This 
is  mandatory  if  we  are  to  continue  to  receive  Federal  and  State 
assistance.  It  is  also  mandatory  to  provide  a Welfare  Office. 
We  shall  endeavor  to  fully  explain  the  necessity  for,  the  in- 
crease in  the  appropriations  and  other  changes  which  we  have 
to  meet  at  the  Annual  Business  Meeting.  We  shall  continue  to 
do  the  best  we  know  how  to  keep  expenditures  as  low  as  pos- 
sible, consistent  with  the  best  interest  of  the  town  without  fear 
or  favour  to  anyone.  We  earnestly  request  that  all  taxpayers 
who  believe  in  honest  and  efficient  town  government,  make  a 
special  effort  to  attend  the  town  business  meeting  to  be  held 
Monday,  March  3 and  there  to  express  your  opinions  on  all 
questions  brought  before  the  meeting.  We  wish  to  express  our 
appreciation  to  all  who  have  cooperated  with  us  in  the  conduct 
of  the  town  business.

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SUPERVISOR'S  REPORT 

In  submitting  my  report  for  the  year  1951  it  is  necessary 
to  bring  to  your  attention  the  ever  increasing  cost  of  the  Public 
Welfare  Program.  In  the  past  year  there  has  been  two  increases 
allowed  since  my  last  report;  our  present  case  load  is  46  cases 
with  total  expenditures  for  Old  Age  Assistance  has  been 
$33,481.65,  an  increase  of  $1,942.15  over  1950.  As  of  January  1, 
this  year  increases  were  allowed  totaling  $500.00  per  month  or 
$6,000.00  per  year.  Federal  and  State  grants  total  $29,960.00, 
the  net  cost  to  the  town  being  approximately  $3,521.00. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children 

Total  expenditures  for  this  category  were  $6,028.00,  an 
$4,457.86  leaving  a net  cost  to  the  town  of  $1,570.76. 

Temporary  Aid 

Total  expenditures  for  Temporary  Aid  for  the  past  year 
has  been  $2,978.28,  a decrease  over  1950  of  $5,131.48.  $1,480.12 
was  received  in  reimbursements  from  other  cities  and  towns. 
The  net  cost  to  the  town  for  the  past  year  is  $324.96.  At  the 
present  we  have  no  Temporary  Aid  cases  chargeable  to  the 
town. 

Disability  Assistance 

Under  this  new  category,  we  have  at  the  present  time  one 
case  transferred  from  Temporary  Aid.  Appropriations  will  have 
to  be  provided  to  take  care  of  this  category  for  the  coming  year. 

At  this  time  I wish  to  express  to  you  as  members  of  the 
Board,  to  the  Treasurer  for  his  valued  assistance  and  to  our 
very  efficient  clerk,  Miss  Margaret  Adams,  who  has  been  doing 
exceptionally  fine  work.  For  your  fine  cooperation  I express  my 
sincere  thanks.

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SUMMARY  OF  STATE  AUD!T  REPORT 

Published  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  section 
40,  chapter  44,  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I have  made  an  audit 
of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Berkley  for  the 
period  from  November  5,  1950,  the  date  of  the  previous 
examination,  to  September  19,  1951,  the  following  report 
being  submitted  thereon: 

The  financial  transactions  as  recorded  on  the  books  of 
the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the 
town  were  examined,  checked,  and  verified. 

The  appropriations  and  loan  authorizations  voted  by  the 
town  were  listed,  the  general  and  appropriation  accounts  kept 
by  the  accounting  officer  was  analyzed,  and  a balance  sheet, 
showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  September  19, 
1951,  was  prepared  and  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  exam- 
ined and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were 
analyzed  and  compared  with  the  records  in  the  several  depart- 
ments collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  other  sources 
from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while  the 
disbursements  were  checked  with  the  selectmen’s  warrants 
authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds. 

The  cash  book  was  added  throughout  for  the  period  cov- 
ered by  the  audit,  and  the  treasurer’s  cash  balance  on  Septem- 
ber 19,  1951  was  proved  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances 
with  statements  received  from  the  banks  of  deposit  and  by 
actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the 
investments  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody  of 
the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  was 
proved  and  the  balances  were  found  to  be  as  reported. 
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The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  amounts  transferred  from  the  tax  levies  to 
the  tax  title  account  were  verified,  the  reported  redemptions 
were  checked,  and  the  tax  titles  on  hand  were  listed,  proved, 
and  compared  with  the  records  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  collector  of  taxes  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  tax,  excise,  and  assessment  ac- 
counts outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  examination,  as 
well  as  all  subsequent  commitment  lists,  were  audited  and 
reconciled  with  the  assessors’  warrants  issued  for  their  col- 
lection. 

The  collector’s  cash  books  were  footed,  the  payments  to 
the  town  treasurer  were  checked  to  the  treasurer’s  cash  book, 
the  recorded  abatements  were  compared  with  the  assessors’ 
records  of  abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed  and  proved. 

It  is  again  recommended  that  action  be  taken  to  secure 
prompt  settlement  of  the  delinquent  tax,  motor  vehicle  and 
trailer  excise,  and  moth  assessment  accounts  of  prior  years,  as 
there  are  sufficient  remedies  under  the  tax  laws  by  which  a 
collector  of  taxes  may  clear  the  warrants  committing  taxes, 
excise,  and  assessments  for  collection. 

The  records  of  departmental  accounts  receivable  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  compared 
with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  and  the  outstanding  ac- 
counts were  listed  and  proved. 

The  outstanding  tax,  excise,  and  assessment  accounts  were 
verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a number  of  persons  whose  names 
appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and  from 
the  replies  received  it  would  appear  that  the  accounts,  as  listed, 
are  correct. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the  select- 
men, the  town  clerk,  and  the  police  department  were  examined 
and  checked,  and  the  payments  to  the  State  and  town  were 
verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  officials  required  by  law  to  furnish 
them  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned,  the  available 
records  of  all  other  departments  receiving  money  for  the  town 
were  checked  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 
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There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  bal- 
ance sheet,  tables  showing  a reconciliation  of  the  treasurer’s 
cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  assessment,  tax  title,  and 
departmental  accounts,  together  with  tables  showing  the  condi- 
tion and  transactions  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  received  from  all  the  town  officials 
during  the  progress  of  the  audit,  I wish,  on  behalf  of  my 
assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

TOWN  MEETINGS  1951 

In  1951,  in  addition  to  the  annual  town  meeting  and 
election,  three  special  town  meetings  were  held,  May  24,  June 
21,  and  December  31.  Records  of  these  town  meetings  are 
open  to  the  public. 

A certificate  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  filed  in  the  town 
clerk’s  office  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  Hon. 
Edward  J.  Cronin,  attests  the  population  of  Berkley  according 
to  the  1950  census  as  1,284.  Comparative  figures  are  the  1940 
census,  1,130,  and  the  1930  census,  1,120. 

For  the  second  year  in  a row  the  waters  of  the  Taunton 
River  have  been  declared  contaminated  and  the  taking  of 
shellfish  therefrom  is  prohibited,  according  to  papers  filed  in 
the  town  clerk’s  office  by  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Health.

Note:  Included  in  the  amount  of  $807.23  shown  as  interest 
collected  on  delinquent  taxes,  excises,  and  assessments  during 
1951,  is  an  amount  of  $7.29  which  represents  amounts  refunded 
to  persons  for  overpayment  of  interest.  This  happens  occasion- 
ally when  in  sending  payment  of  taxes  and  interest  by  mail, 
the  amount  included  for  interest  is  overestimated  by  the  tax- 
payer. Deducting  the  amount  certified  to  the  treasurer  for 
refunds,  $7.29,  from  the  total  amount  of  interest  collected, 
$807.23,  leaves  the  net  amount  available  to  the  town  as  esti- 
mated receipts  for  1952,  for  interest  on  taxes,  $799.94.  Like- 
wise, the  amount  of  $113.45  shown  as  the  total  amount  of 
charges  and  fees  collected  includes  an  amount  refunded  of 
35c;  the  net  amount  of  charges  and  fees  available  as  estimated 
receipts  would  thus  be  $113.10. 


COMMENT 

In  1951,  $86,145.12  in  taxes,  excises,  and  assessments  was 
collected  and  turned  over  to  the  treasurer.  This  is  the  largest 
sum  ever  collected  in  one  year  in  Berkley,  and  of  course  is  due 
mainly  to  the  late  1950  real  estate  commitment  and  the  earlier 
1951  real  estate  commitment,  resulting  in  the  bulk  of  each  of 
these  commitments  being  collected  in  one  fiscal  year.  As  has 
so  often  been  repeated  in  these  comments,  most  of  the  Berkley 
taxpayers  are  prompt  in  meeting  their  obligations,  and  the 
above  figures  are  ample  evidence  of  that  promptness.  I can 
never  say  enough  in  appreciation  of  these  good  people;  the 
town  is  fortunate  to  have  them  as  residents. 

On  the  other  hand  are  those  who  have  to  be  persuaded  in 
one  way  or  another  to  pay  their  share  of  the  town’s  expense. 
Of  course,  there  are  those  who  have  their  own  difficulties  and, 
not  being  too  well  off  myself,  I can  appreciate  their  problems. 
Nevertheless,  taxes  are  an  expected  expense,  and  certainly 
should  be  anticipated  as  such,  and  every  effort  made  to  set 
aside  the  necessary  funds  to  pay  them  promptly.  There 
shouldn’t  be  any  excuse  in  all  but  a very  few  cases  to  have 
taxes  unpaid  at  the  very  most  in  a year  after  they  are  issued. 
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In  my  report  for  1950  I said  that  all  levies  through  1949 
would  be  closed  during  1951.  At  the  end  of  1951,  however, 
there  are  still  outstanding  1948  real  estate  taxes  of  $34.76,  1949 
personal  taxes  of  $62.92,  1949  real  estate  taxes  of  $125.62,  and 
1949  motor  vehicle  and  trailer  excises  of  $8.96.  At  the  time  of 
making  up  this  report  this  total  has  been  reduced  by  some 
$125.00  through  collections  and  takings  for  tax  title.  During 
1952  I am  going  to  try  and  clear  all  commitments  through  1951. 
I know  this  is  going  to  be  hard  on  some,  and  that  there  will  be 
much  wailing  and  gnashing  of  teeth,  with  the  usual  comment 
that  the  collector  has  a heart  of  stone;  nevertheless,  as  reported 
in  the  summary  of  the  state  audit  report,  “It  is  recommended 
that  action  be  taken  to  secure  prompt  settlement  of  the  delin- 
quent accounts,  as  there  are  sufficient  remedies  under  the  tax 
laws  by  which  a collector  of  taxes  may  clear  the  warrants 
So,  to  those  still  owing  1950  and  1951  taxes,  please  prepare  to 
get  these  out  of  the  way  during  1952;  otherwise,  it  will  be  hard 
for  you,  and  for  me  who  has  to  push  you  for  them.

Bills  for  care  of  lots  have  been  late  in  coming  in  from  the  Commissioners;  in  1951,  bills  for 
some  lots  for  1949  care  were  put  in  for  payment.  So  far  as  is  known,  all  bills  through  1951  have 
now  been  paid.  Because  of  the  small  amounts  to  be  earned  and  the  time  required,  apparentlv 
there  is  a lack  of  interest  in  the  care  of  lots  in  the  cemetery  on  the  part  of  the  commissioners; 
this  is  further  shown  by  the  two  resignations  in  1951,  leaving  one  member  on  the  board  I 
would  recommend  to  the  townspeople  that  a committee  be  appointed  to  inquire  into  cemetery 
operations;  one  view  that  might  be  explored  is  the  election  of  an  unpaid  commission  who  would 
be  empowered  to  appoint  one  person  as  a caretaker  or  sexton  to  have  the  full  care  of  the  ceme- 
tery subject  to  their  supervision.  He  would  receive  a set  salary  from  the  town,  to  be  paid  by 
appropriation  and  from  receipts  from  interest  on  perpetual  care  funds,  and  would  turn  in  to 
the  town  all  receipts  such  as  those  for  opening  graves,  special  work  on  lots,  and  the  like.  The 
commissioners  should  also  require  this  person  to  keep  a master  plan  on  which  would  be  entered 
the  location  of  all  graves  within  lots  so  that  no  difficulties  along  this  line  would  be  encountered 
as  m the  past.  Many  improvements  should  be  made  in  relation  to  the  Berkley  Common  Ceme- 
tery; it  has  been  almost  criminally  neglected  in  the  past.

Birth  Certificates 

Presentation  of  a birth  certificate  is  required  for  entrance 
to  first  grade. 


Vaccination 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must  pre- 
sent a certificate  of  vaccination  or  a statement  from  his  physi- 
cian that  vaccination  is  inadvisable. 


No  School  Information 

When  weather  conditions  are  such  that  our  buses  are 
unable  to  run,  a no  school  notice  will  be  broadcast  over  Radio 
Station  WSAR,  Fall  River,  and  over  Radio  Station  WPEP, 
Taunton.  Parents  are  urged  to  use  their  own  good  judgment 
about  sending  their  children  to  school  on  stormy  days.  The 
fact  that  school  is  in  session  does  not  mean  that  attendance  by 
all  pupils  is  advisable. 

Transportation 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for 
pupils  residing  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school  attended 
or  more  than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus  stop.  Many  pupils 
living  at  lesser  distances  along  established  routes  are  trans- 
ported if  the  seating  capacity  of  the  bus  will  permit.  From 
time  to  time  it  is  necessary  to  refuse  transportation  to  some  of 
those  living  under  the  required  distance  when  our  buses  are 
filled  to  capacity  with  children  living  at  a greater  distance. 


Entrance  Age 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will  be 
limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least  six  years  of  age  or 
who  will  become  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  the  following 
January  first.  There  will  be  no  exception  to  this  ruling.  Regis- 
tration must  be  during  the  first  three  weeks  of  school  in 
September. 
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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Berkley: 

Annually  the  School  Department  submits  to  the  towns- 
people an  annual  report  that  sets  forth  pertinent  information 
relative  to  the  functioning  of  the  schools.  Although  such  a 
report  may  seem  uninteresting  to  many,  it  nevertheless  serves 
as  a valuable  record  for  the  future.  Such  reports,  however,  are 
written  to  be  read  and  not  just  to  be  stored  away  for  the  perusal 
of  posterity.  In  order  that  the  parents  and  other  citizens  may 
know  just  how  the  educational  budget  is  spent  and  how  the 
schools  are  functioning  the  law  requires  that  an  annual  report 
be  submitted.  Many  of  the  questions  that  are  asked  from  time 
to  time  have  been  answered  over  and  over  again  in  the  school 
reports. 

I am  pleased  to  submit  my  ninth  annual  report  as  Super- 
intendent of  Schools  for  the  Town  of  Berkley.  Incorporated 
herein  is  the  report  of  the  School  Committee. 

Financial 

In  1951  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  certified  for 
payment  to  the  Town  of  Berkley  the  amount  of  $18,718.00  on 
account  of  schools,  making  the  net  cost  of  operation  $20,431.16. 
This  was  $1,300.02  less  than  Berkley  paid  to  operate  its  school 
department  in  1950  when  the  net  was  $21,731.18  and  $490.67 
less  than  in  1949  when  the  net  was  $20,921.83.  However, 
these  figures  are  purely  informational  in  nature  and  in  no  sense 
should  be  interpreted  as  being  a reflection  of  operating 
efficiency. 

Certain  set  factors  determine  the  major  cost  of  operating  a 
school  system.  96%  of  our  budget  is  for  items  such  as  salaries, 
tuition,  transportation,  electricity,  fuel,  and  insurance.  All  of 
these  are  set  commitments  except  salaries  which  can  be  cut  by 
the  committee.  However,  the  maximum  salary  paid  to  an  indi- 
vidual for  teaching  service  is  $2,800.00  which  is  only  $200.00 
more  than  the  lowest  salary  paid  to  an  inexperienced  teacher  in 
many  other  towns. 

The  items  that  make  up  the  additional  4%  of  the  budget 
are  books,  supplies,  miscellaneous,  and  replacement  of  equip- 
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ment.  Of  the  119  towns  under  5,000  population  without  high 
schools  only  seven  spend  less  per  pupil  than  Berkley. 

The  budget  to  be  submitted  for  1952  will  show  a gross 
increase  of  $1,655.90  and  a net  of  $718.00.  This  increase  is 
caused  by  the  necessity  of  providing  the  salary  of  an  addi- 
tional teacher  on  a full  year  basis,  for  expanded  heating  re- 
quirements, and  for  tuition. 

Personnel 

After  teaching  in  Berkley  for  seven  years,  Miss  Catherine 
Kula  of  Taunton  resigned  to  accept  a better  paying  position  in 
Brockton.  Miss  Kathleen  Kelliher,  a graduate  of  Lesley  Col- 
lege and  a resident  of  Taunton,  was  elected  to  the  vacancy. 
Mrs.  Marcine  Weiner,  teacher  of  grades  three  and  four,  re- 
signed in  June.  Mrs.  Anne  K.  Greene,  a graduate  of  Lesley 
and  a resident  of  Swansea,  was  elected  to  that  position. 

Due  to  the  increase  in  enrollment  that  we  have  been  ex- 
periencing over  the  past  several  years,  the  employment  of  an 
additional  teacher  was  deemed  advisable  by  the  Committee  in 
order  to  eliminate  the  necessity  of  having  some  children  attend 
school  in  the  morning  only,  while  another  group  attended  the 
afternoon  session  only.  Mr.  Richard  Flemming,  a graduate  of 
Bridgewater  State  Teachers  College  and  a resident  of  Taunton 
was  elected  to  teach  the  sixth  grade  and  part  of  the  seventh. 

In  November,  Mr.  Horace  Clough  was  selected  by  the 
* Committee  to  replace  Mr.  Russell  Coombs  who  resigned  from 
the  janitor’s  position  to  accept  other  work. 

Heating 

After  a number  a years  of  discussion  relative  to  the  heat- 
ing problem  at  the  Berkley  School,  the  necessity  of  providing 
heat  for  the  auditorium  made  the  townspeople  cognizant  of  the 
urgency  of  the  problem.  From  September  until  the  system  was 
in  operation  in  January,  the  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  grades 
were  required  to  attend  school  on  a shortened  schedule,  with 
one  group  attending  from  eight  o’clock  until  twelve  and  the 
other  from  twelve  o’clock  until  four.  At  this  time  the  auto- 
matic controls  have  not  been  completed  but  we  are  able  to  use 
the  system  on  a limited  basis. 
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The  providing  of  heat  for  the  auditorium,  the  health  room, 
the  corridors,  and  the  basements  has  made  for  a distinct  im- 
provement in  the  school.  We  shall  be  able  to  provide  adequate 
heat  and  ventilation  to  the  classrooms  without  the  handicaps  of 
overheating  and  underheating  such  as  we  encountered  with  the 
old  coal  burning  furnace  system.  No  longer  will  we  have  to 
close  the  school  because  of  the  impossibility  of  properly  heating 
it.  No  longer  will  the  children  have  to  sit  in  chilly  rooms  on 
cold  days. 

We  have  more  than  doubled  the  space  that  is  heated  and 
so  can  expect  that  the  cost  will  be  considerably  higher.  Al- 
though the  facilities  of  the  building  have  been  described  in 
previous  reports  there  are  many  who  still  do  not  realize  that 
heretofore  we  were  not  heating  our  basements,  halls,  or  audi- 
torium. 


Improvements  of  Building  and  Grounds 

Many  years  have  elapsed  since  the  first  request  for  a drink- 
ing fountain  in  the  west  corridor.  This  year  the  fountain  was 
voted  by  the  School  Committee  and  installed.  The  necessity 
of  using  the  auditorum  for  classroom  purposes  required  the 
installation  of  new  lights,  chalkboards,  and  school  furniture. 
Fluorescent  lights  were  purchased  to  replace  the  old  ones  that 
were  woefully  inadequate.  Fifteen  used  desks  and  chairs  were 
purchased  from  the  Somerset  School  Department  for  a nominal 
sum.  A Webster  record  player  was  furnished  the  music  de- 
partment. 

An  effort  was  made  to  improve  the  playground  area  at  the 
rear  of  the  building  but  it  is  still  very  unsatisfactory  for  basket- 
ball practice.  A blacktop  court  should  be  installed.  The  com- 
pletion of  the  job  of  sanding  and  refinishing  the  desk  tops  has 
improved  the  appearance  of  the  classrooms  considerably. 

General 

For  the  past  several  years  the  Berkley  Woman’s  Club  has 
operated  a dental  clinic  for  the  children.  The  cost  of  this 
service  has  become  too  great  for  the  club  to  carry  and  so  the 
service  is  being  discontinued.  We  are  deeply  grateful  to  those 
public  spirited  women  who  gave  so  generously  of  their  time 
and  money  for  the  good  of  the  children.  A dental  clinic  is  of 
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such  a vital  necessity  that  we  hope  in  some  way  the  Town  may 
again  accept  this  responsibility  as  it  did  several  years  pre- 
viously. 

Our  schools  continue  to  be  well  supplied  with  books  and 
supplies.  The  high  school  records  show  that  Berkley  students 
do  unusually  well  in  high  school.  This  indicates  that  they  are 
receiving  a sound  foundation  in  those  skills,  attitudes  and 
habits  that  are  necessary  for  doing  high  school  work  success- 
fully. 

Conclusion 

The  fine  support  given  by  the  many  Berkley  people  who 
are  interested  in  the  school  children  is  deeply  appreciated.  In 
closing  I wish  to  point  out  that  without  a cooperative  school 
committee  a superintendent  cannot  do  his  best  work  and  a 
school  system  suffers  as  a result.  I am  fortunate  to  have  a 
committee  that  has  been  highly  cooperative,  and  that  has  been 
sincerely  interested  in  providing  the  best  education  possible 
for  the  children  of  Berkley.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE

Dear  Sir: 

I take  pleasure  in  submitting  my  annual  report  as  school 
nurse  in  the  Berkley  Grammar  School. 

A health  program  should  start  early  in  life  and  continue 
throughout  its  duration.  This  is  not  always  possible  and  chil- 
dren enter  school  with  bad  teeth,  infected  tonsils  and  enlarged 
neck  glands.  Toxins  or  poisons  absorbed  in  the  system  from 
these  defects  tend  to  make  a child  feel  tired  and  listless  and 
he  has  difficulty  keeping  up  with  his  class.  If  these  defects 
could  be  corrected  in  the  early  grades,  the  result  would  be  a 
healthier,  happier  child. 

The  annual  physical  examination  was  given  by  Dr.  Souza 
and  one  hundred  twenty-nine  notices  were  sent  home  to  par- 
ents notifying  them  of  conditions  needing  attention.  We  have 
had  six  tonsillectomies  during  the  past  year. 

Members  of  the  Woman’s  Club  regret  they  will  be  unable 
to  continue  operating  the  dental  clinic.  There  was  not  enough 
interest  or  cooperation  shown  and  the  burden  of  transportation 
and  the  financing  of  the  clinic  fell  upon  a few  members.  I 
greatly  appreciate  all  help  given  me  with  this  clinic.  Dr. 
Israel  Helfand,  clinic  doctor,  reports  that  forty-six  pupils  at- 
tended the  clinic  with  the  following  operations  completed:

A total  of  $544.00  was  paid  Dr.  Helfand.  $155.00  was 
paid  by  the  pupils  with  the  balance  being  paid  by  the 
Woman’s  Club.  Urgent  treatment  was  given  without  charge 
to  five  pupils.  This  clinic  has  made  parents  more  conscious  of 
the  need  for  early  dental  care  and  an  increasing  number  of 
pupils  are  going  to  their  own  dentists. 
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An  epidemic  of  chicken-pox  occurred  during  the  year  re- 
sulting in  a large  loss  of  school  time.  Parents  are  asked  to 
watch  for  early  symptoms  suggesting  communicable  diseases 
and  keep  a child  home  until  a return-to-school  permit  is  se- 
cured from  the  school  doctor.  This  is  the  only  way  we  can 
hope  to  control  epidemics. 

The  toxoid  clinic  was  held  in  March  and  was  well  at- 
tended. Fifty-eight  percent  of  the  pupils  have  been  im- 
munized against  diphtheria.  Fourteen  children  were  present 
at  the  pre-school  clinic  which  was  held  in  June. 

Due  to  the  activities  of  installing  the  new  heating 
system,  the  Mass.  Vision  Test  and  the  Pure  Tone  Hearing  Test 
were  omitted  but  will  be  given  later  in  the  year. 

Several  home  visits  have  been  made  this  year.  The  school 
health  program  concerns,  not  only  the  school,  but  also  the 
home.  It  is  only  by  co-operation  between  the  two  that  we  can 
promote  health  consciousness  in  parents  and  pupils. 

In  closing,  I wish  to  thank  all  those  who  gave  me  such 
courteous  co-operation  during  the  year.

I feel  that  the  town  of  Berkley  has  been  very  progressive  in 
providing  materials  for  my  work.  I am  very  grateful. 

Since  January  of  last  year  new  books  for  the  fourth  and 
fifth  grades  have  been  provided,  superseding  those  published 
around  1930.  Both  teachers  and  children  have  welcomed  the 
change. 

An  important  addition  to  the  record  library  has  been  made 
in  the  form  of  three  albums  of  R.C.A.  Victor’s  “Listening 
Activities”.  These  are  the  first  of  a set  of  six  albums  for  the 
elementary  school  level. 

But  most  important  has  been  the  fine  Webster  record 
player  ( three  speeds — to  which  may  be  added  a public  address 
system)  that  was  purchased  and  on  which  all  of  the  record 
library  may  be  played.  It  is  portable  so  that  each  grade  may 
enjoy  the  use  of  it,  yet  it  is  powerful  enough  to  be  used  very 
satisfactorily  when  the  whole  school  is  together  in  the  audi- 
torium. 

The  instrumental  part  of  my  work  is  showing  some 
progress.  There  are  nine  children  taking  instrumental  lessons 
at  school,  and  five  who  are  studying  privately.  At  the  gradua- 
tion exercises  last  June  the  orchestra  was  able  to  play  a 
selection  in  addition  to  the  processional  march. 

All  concerned  in  my  work  have  been  most  cooperative.
